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Campaign off to fast start with three major a

NO SOONER was Stewardship ’72 announced 
in the San Diego diocese than three anonymous 


donors gave a total of $95,000 to get the cam- 


paign underway. 


The gifts were announced by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher at a briefing conference last week for the 
secular news media. 


“These gifts of $50,000, $25,000 and $20,000 
each show people are aware of the needs of the 
Church at the parish, diocesan and universal 
levels,’ said the bishop. 


HE ALSO DESCRIBED as ‘‘most_ en- 
couraging’”’ the reaction of pastors to the effort to 
raise $2 million for parish and diocesan needs. 


A major theme of the program, he said, will be 
to educate parishioners on the concept of 
stewardship — “‘returning to God a just portion 
of His many blessings.” 


“We sometimes think of stewardship as 
pertaining only to financial support, but this is 
not correct,” he said. ‘‘Stewardship is concerned 
with life, and i in living we must use all our time, 
talents and treasures in service to God. 


“WE ARE STRESSING total involvement. 
Each Catholic will have the opportunity to 
become more actively involved in his parish 
through Stewardship ’72.”’ 


This will include children who will participate 
in a poster and essay contest on the stewardship 
theme. 


Noting that the campaign may be coming at a 
“bad time’’ for the people, Bishop Maher ob- 
served that ‘‘there is never really a good time”’ 
for financial appeals. 


“THE REAL POVERTY of people is the 
poverty of spiritual ideals and values,” he said. 


Stewardship 72 was the theme of pastors’ 
messages at Masses last Sunday (Jan. 23). And 
on this Sunday, Jan. 30, pastors will explain the 
stewardship concept of time and talent.

Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, diocesan chancellor, 
told the news conference that while Stewardship 
‘72 is a ‘‘new dynamic program for the diocese, 
the stewardship concept is as Ses as the Bible 
itself.” 


HE POINTED OUT that the Scriptures contain 
many references to stewardship. The diocesan 
effort, he continued, will bring home _ to 
parishioners their accountability as ‘‘stewards”’ 
of their time, talent and treasure. 


‘‘People will be aware of their responsibility to 
the total community of the parish, diocesan and 
universal Church,” he said.

THE WORK of the two- 
year-old San Diego County 
Ecumenical Conference was 
praised by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher in a message to 200 
delegates attending its 
second annual assembly 
Sunday in All Saints’ 
Episcopal church. 


Read to the delegates by 
Canon Paul Satrang, rector 
of the host church and. out- 
going president of the EC, 
the message said, 


“The ecumenical con- 
ference can be proud of its 
notable accomplishments in 
its brief history. Its success 
is due, humanly speaking, to 
the devotion of its member 
churches to the cause of 
unity.” 

CLERGY AND laity 
participating in its work, the 
bishop said, “are making 
visible the unity for which 
Christ prayed.” 


The message was brought 
by Msgr. John R. Portman, 
director of the Diocesan 
Ecumenical Commission, 
who was elected vice- 
president of the conference, 
succeeding Father Donald 
R. Kulleck, pastor of Our 
Lady of Angels church. 

Succeeding Canon 
Satrang as president was 
the Rev. Ralph B. Johnson, 
district superintendent of the 
United Methodist Church in 
San Diego. 

THE CONFERENCE met 
during the Week of Prayer 
for Christian Unity whose 
theme was “‘I give you a new 
command: Love one 
another.’’ ( 


In keeping with a con- 
ference objective — a better

understanding each 
other’s faith Canon 
Satrang conducted an Epis- 
copal evening prayer serv- 
ice, 


In his homily, he stressed 
that the Christian Church ‘‘is 
not a closed harbor for 
saints, but is a wide open bay 
for all sinners.” 


HE URGED Christians to 
“shine as lights in a very 
dark world,’’ and concluded 
by reciting St. Francis’ 
prayer — ‘‘Lord, make me 
an instrument of thy 
peace...” 


Reports of the conference 
included results of a year- 
long study on inter-Christian 
marriages. 


Rules and theological 
implications of mixed 
marriages were indicated 
for various Churches. 


THE ASSEMBLY 
welcomed Mission San Diego 
de Alcala as a new con- 
ference member — bringing 
to 21 the total number of 
Catholic parishes belonging 
to the _113-member con- 
ference. 


Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, 
diocesan chancellor and 
pastor of California’s first 
mission, accepted the 
membership certificate 
from Canon Satrang.

Pastor denies 
charges by 
EI Cajon girl 


LAKESIDE Father 
Michael Flynn, pastor of Our 
Lady of Perpetual Help, has 
refuted charges by a 17-year- 


_ old girl that help was denied 


her 74-year-old grandmother 
when she injured herself in a 
fall near the church on 
Christmas Eve. 


Ina letter to The San Diego 
Union, Ellen Harron of El 
Cajon claimed: 


“Four priests we appealed 
to for help walked by with 
their altar boys and looked at 
my grandmother’ with 
disinterest... my grand- 
mother wasn’t permitted in 
the church out of the rain.” 


The letter said she 
tripped over a parking lot 
curb, receiving ‘several 


cuts requiring stitches and 
a broken arm and a broken 
toe.” 


_ IN REPLY TO the ac- 
cusations, Father Flynn 
said: 

““As we were walking into 
church for Midnight Mass 
the head usher came to us 
and told us that an accident 
had taken place. 


“He requested the keys to 
the rectory which were 
immediately given to him 
that he might use the rectory 
for any medical purposes 
needed. 


“I PERSONALLY asked 
him if a priest was needed to 
attend to the patient, to 
which he replied ‘no’ and 
said that.the ushers were in 
complete control. 


‘“‘The ushers then made the 
lady comfortable in a chair. 
It is the proper procedure not 
to move patients in time of 
an accident but to make 
them comfortable where 
they are and render first aid. 


‘‘The head usher went to 


_the rectory, called the fire 


department and within seven 
minutes from making the 
call the fire department sent 
out an ambulance. 


“ALL THIS time the men 
of the parish stayed with the 
lady until such time as she 
was comfortably placed in 
the ambulance.”’

«# Citizens for Educational Freedom 
push school aid, seek members

A MEMBERSHIP drive by 
California Citizens for 
Educational Freedom in the 
Southern Cross in 1970 was so 
successful that a_ similar 
campaign is being con- 
ducted. 

This was announced by Dr. 
Richard Peck of San Diego, 
delegate to the CEF, a 
national non-sectarian group 
advocating state aid to 
nonpublic and public schools 
to preserve ‘‘family choice in 
education.”’ 


He explained that “this isa 
good time to build up CEF 


, 


membership while there is 
no major state aid bill 
pending in the California 
legislature.’’ 


THE MOST recent 
legislation aiding nonpublic 
schools was signed into law 
by Gov. Ronald Reagan in 
December. This extends to 
nonpublic school, children 
certain secular services 
already provided public 
school pupils. 


Included are grade school 
secular texts, instructional 
aids for the visually hand- 
icapped and part-time voca- 
tional, shop and science 
classes. 


Dr. Peck, local leader in 
promoting state aid to 
education, discussed this 
new law recently at a 
meeting of parents and 
teachers at St. John of the 
Cross school, Lemon Grove, 
sponsored by the parish P-T 
group. — 

“THE NEW LAW,” in Dr. 
Peck’s view, ‘‘gives little aid 
to children in church-related 
schools. State analysts 
estimate that the free text- 
book provision will amount 
to about $6 million which is 
less than $15 a year per child.

Some week for saints! 


The bonds of Christian brotherhood unite even the 
most diverse of characters and souls. Just take a look 
at the congregation around you in church. 


As if to ram the point home the official Church 
calendar for the past week includes commemoration 
of no less than six great saints of the Church who 
emerge from widely varying backgrounds. 


Thomas Aquinas (tomorrow) and Francis de Sales 
(Monday), doctors of the Church and men of great 
intellect and wealth are remembered side by side 
with John Bosco (Monday) a shepherd reared in 
poverty, with Paul (Tuesday) the fiery evangelist and 
his two simple disciples Timothy and Titus (Wed- 
nesday). 


What a communion of saints! 


For John Bosco poverty and the need to provide 
for his family put repeated obstacles in his path. 
His care for the poor led him to found the Salesian 
Order (in honor of Francis de Sales) and what was 
probably the original Boys’ Town — the Oratory — 
which housed destitute children in his native Italy. 


Aquinas and de Sales share not only their aristoc- 
ratic background, but also a history of vehement fam- 
ily opposition to their priestly vocation. 


And what more can be said about Paul and his 
conversion and background that you don’t already 
know. 


These six very different men, separated by cen- 
turies but bound by a mutual love of God, are surely 
a true sign of Christian unity at a time when we have 
just finished celebrating a week of unity. 


Their combined works, physical, literary and 
spiritual, provide much of the theological founda- 
tion of the Church. 


That was the week that was.

Nail that lie 


There is far too much loose talk about the so-called 
non-taxable property supposedly owned by 
churches. I think it is up to all of us to kill the lie 
every time it comes up. 


I was driving to my parish council meeting last 
week and heard local radio talk-show pontificator 
Bill Gordon receive a call from someone who said: 
“The Chrysler building in New York is owned by 
the Catholic Church and they don’t pay taxes on it.” 


To which Gordon — who is much more intelligent 
off the radio than he is on it — added his joke that 
it’s a pity the Empire State Building isn’t owned by 
a church, and free from tax. 

It is wrong, utterly incorrect that any church prop- 
erty not used for religious purposes is tax-exempt. 
If the diocese of San Diego or any parish owns a 
piece of property anywhere which is not directly 
used for purposes of worship and religion, then it 
pays taxes like everyone else. 


Even if the Chrysler building is owned by the 
Church (I have not checked — it could be wrong) 
it would certainly be taxable property. I am sur- 
prised that people are not better informed. You 
might ask why I did not call KSDO to correct it there 
and then. I tried, but the line was busy for three 
attempts and the council meeting was waiting. And 
as I’m chairman, I had to start it. 


If a church owns 20 acres and only uses one acre 
for religious purposes, the rest is taxable. Even the 
rectories in this diocese are taxed, so are parking 
lots and auditoriums if they are ever used for non- 


-religious purposes. It runs into many thousands of 


dollars.

Theologians of all denominations have been hav- 
ing a great time flying kites of fanciful theories in 
these days of greater freedom. But do they have to 
be quite so outrageous? 

Take the latest from the dean of the Harvard Divin- 
ity School, Dr. Krister Stendahl: “The whole long 
and glorious tradition of speaking about the immor- 
tality of the soul is coming to an end.”

Such striving will 
reveal a deep seated weakness for which we ought to be 
sorry. Our sorrow will lead to repentance, but repentance 
can become fanatical and arrogant which in turn will have to 
be softened with meekness. 


Meekness, however, can become weakness unless it is 
strengthened by an intense desire for the holiness of God. Yet 
such a desire gives rise to feelings of superiority that need, in 
their turn, to be balanced by mercy (compassion) for those 
who have not been so graced by God. 


At this stage such merciful goodness will bring a certain 


_amount: of popularity from which a Christian must be 


protected by a singlemihded devotion to God. Yet in our

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U.S. course on abortion awaits Supreme Court decision 


FOR MANY AMERICANS, abortion is a 
theologically-grounded issue with moral 
arguments rampant on' both sides of the 
question, but judging from recent developments 
it is the courts — not the Churches — of the land 
which are likely to play a significant role in 
determining abortion’s effect on society. 


In recent weeks, New York City has become 
the focal point of efforts to blunt liberalized 
abortion drives in the U.S. and conversely, 
Washington, D.C. — the home of the U:S. Sup- 
reme Court — is ground zero for efforts to abol- 
ish strict abortion laws throughout the nation. 


The similarity between the two efforts is that 
both anti-abortion and pro-abortion forces are 
using ‘‘constitutional’’ challenges to 
accomplish their goal; the difference is that 
each group is addressing itself to the defense 
of different parties and rights. 


. ANTI-ABORTION forces claim that * 


constitutionally-based rights protecting the 
unborn child (fetus) are being violated by per- 
missive abortion laws in such states as New 
York. 


On the other hand, pro-abortion people 
declare that strict abortion laws in most states 
interfere — unconstitutionally — with women’s 
control over their own bodies. 


For many observers, it is becoming increas- 
ingly clear that the Supreme Court may have 
to decide — based on the First and 14th Amend- 
ments — which takes precedence, the rights of 
women to choose for or against childbirth or 
the right of the unborn to life. 


RESPONDING toa U.S. Senate bill that would 
liberalize abortion laws nationwide, Rep. 
Lawrence J. Hogan (R.-Md.), a Catholic, 
declared that opponents of permissive abortion 
“are quite prepared to leave theology out of 
the picture entirely.” 


“The Constitution of the United States by 
itself provides sufficient reason to reject elec- 
tive abortion,” he said. ‘“‘The purely theological 
question as to when a soul is infused into each 
new human... is irrelevant...’ He noted that 
the Constitution takes into account the rights 
of all people. 


Specifically, the constitutional challenges — 
pro and con— on abortion in the U.S. center 
around two judicial actions now underway. 


IN NEW YORK CITY, a Fordham University 
law professor instituted a court action in which 
he was named legal guardian of all unborn: 
babies in the state whose mothers were await- 
ing abortions. Later, he secured a state court 
injunction barring abortions in New York City’s 
18 municipal hospitals. 


While the injunction was suspended by an 
appellate court and abortions allowed to con- 
tinue, a trial is still pending which, if held, will

test New York’s 18-month-old liberalized abor- 
tion law. 


The Fordham professor, Robert M. Byrn, has 
challenged the law on the grounds that it vio- 
lates the constitutionally-guaranteed rights of 
the unborn to life. 


IN GRANTING the injunction to stop abor- 
tions, Judge Francis X. Smith of the New York 
State Supreme Court (Queens County) noted 
that the “unborn child ranks first among the 
unprovided-for and unprotected human 
beings.” 


Whatever the court rules in the case, the pro-

ceedings are apt to wind up in the nation’s high 
court. 


Already before the Supreme Court are chal- 
lenges to the constitutionality of abortion laws 
in Texas and Georgia which, it is claimed, inter- 
fere with a woman’s right to determine whether 
or not she will give birth. 


IN HER CHALLENGE to the Texas law, which 
permits abortion only to preserve the life of 
the mother, Mrs. Sarah R. Waddington, an 
attorney from Austin, said the 9th Amendment, 
which bars the government from exercising 
rights “retained by people” is violated by anti- 
abortion laws. 


Mrs. Margie Pitts Hames, an attorney from 
Atlanta, challenged the Georgia statute — 
which allows abortions in cases of rape, defec- 
tive fetuses and to preserve the mother’s health 
— on the grounds that to deny women, physi- 
cians and nurses the right to seek and adminis- 
ter medical aid is to deprive them of liberty 
without due process of law. 


In the Georgia and Texas cases; the U.S. Sup- 
reme Court received an “amicus curiae” brief 
and motion from 220 physicians supporting a 
contention that an unborn fetus is an autonom- 
ous human being entitled to full protection of 
the law. > 


THE PHYSICIANS, including many fellows 
of the American College of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology, and representatives of 39 medical 
schools, contend that the Texas and Georgia 
courts neglected to consider whether the victim 


. of abortion, the unborn, has constitutionally 


protected rights. 


The physicians charged that it is a “medical 
fallacy” to say that the pregnant woman can 
be treated as a patient alone. “No problem in 
fetal health or disease can any longer be 
treated in isolation... two people are invol- 
ved...” 


Abortions in areas such as New York, Califor- 


‘nia, Maryland, Colorado and eight other states 


where liberalized laws are in effect, continue 
at a strong pace, reports claim. 


IN CALIFORNIA, Dr. Walter M. Ballard, chief 
of the state health department’s family plann- 
ing and maternal health unit, reports that more 
than 24,000 legal abortions were performed in 
the state during the first three months of 1971. 


“These are the only official figures we have 
now,” he said, “but based on the first quarter 
we can expect anywhere between 100,000 and 
125,000 abortions during last year.” 


In New York City alone, more than 165,000 
abortions were performed in the first year of 
the state’s liberalized abortion law. 


THE DIFFERENCES in abortion outlook can 
be seen in the actions and goals of many diverse 
groups, picked at random: 


— A Methodist women’s organization in Min- 
neapolis called for the removal of abortion reg- 
ulations from the criminal codes and said “pa-

rents seriously violate their responsibility 
when they bring into the world children for 
whom they cannot provide love.” 


— A Lutheran lawyer, writing in Atlantic 
magazine, said the pro-abortion drive is aimed 
at the “destruction of Christianity.” 


— Some Southern Presbyterians in Arkansas 
have designated a special fund for abortions. 


— A New York Orthodox Jewish group spon- 
sored a pro-life rally and attacked legalized 
abortions in the state, comparing them with 
programs in Nazi Germany. 


— The president of the black National Baptist 
Convention, U.S.A., Inc., condemned abortion 
and compared it to euthanasia as a “destroyer 
of life.” 


— A survey conducted by the Opinion 
Research Corp., of Washington, D.C., said last 
October that more than halfthe U.S. population 
now favors liberalized abortion policies and 
characterized this finding as a “dramatic 
change” from earlier surveys. 


A BREAKDOWN by religion in this survey 
showed that those in favor of allowing abortion 
solely on the decision of the couple involved 
and their doctor were: 48 per cent of Protestants; 
39 per cent of Catholics; and 91 per cent 
of all Jews. 


A 1965 Opinion Research survey showed that 
91 per cent of the U.S. public disapproved of 
liberalized abortion policies. 


Considering the whole picture, there is little 
likelihood that any consensus among Ameri- 
cans concerning abortion can be reached — at 
least not on the philosophical or theological 
level. But it is apparent that the entire legal 


~ question of abortion is coming to a head in the 


courts. 


WHETHER or not the high court of the land 
will attempt to make any determination of when 
life begins, as a basis for ruling on the rights 
of the unborn, is debatable. _ 


But it appears certain that, if the question 
of legality or illegality of abortions is to be 
resolved, the rights of the unborn and therights ~ 
of parents will have to be put into legal perspec- 
tive somewhere along the line, once and for 
all. ;
